May  be  planted 
in  single  rows,  one  or  two  feet  apart,  and  trimmed  to  any 
shape  desired. 

The  most  beautiful  hedges  are  planted  in  two  rows  8  to 
12  inches  apart.  The  plants  12  to  18  inches  apart  are 
staggered.
